A mill making 20 tons of book or 
news per twenty-four hours needs about 
400 horse power to drive it. The same mill 
can use 200,000 pounds of wash water 
Under 33 feet head 400,000 pounds per min- 
ute would be required, or after adding the 
wash water about 576,200,000 pounds of 
water every twenty-four hours, which would 
fill a canal half a mile long and 115 feet 
wide and 30 feet deep. Truly, much water 
is necessary to make a little paper, but not 
such an enormous quantity after all, when 
it is considered that one horse nee will 
make 100 pounds of paper. 

Why will men, in spite of reasoning like 
the above, continue to build mills upon 
small streams where the supply is variable 
and uncertain? Also, why will they con- 
tinue to operate such mills without putting in 
the necessary steam engines to supplement 
the deficient ? It does not pay 
to work one or two washers during the night 
and let them run empty daytimes, when 
the rag and water rooms absorb power. 
Such work is economical as far as power is 
concerned, but paper making doesn’t pay 
unless everything is running full,and all the 
time. Therefore a steam engine should be 
used to supplement the deficient power and 
keep the mill turning out goods to its full 
capacity. 

The jobbing tendency of some manufac- 
turers is one reason why the profits of paper 
making are not as large as they might be. 
A favorite customer wants a small lot of 
special quality. It is hard to refuse the or- 
der, as a larger one may be lost thereby, so 
the manufacturer accepts the order without 
profit, and perhaps at a loss, in order to 
please acustomer. By the time 100 such 
orders have been filled, the manufacturer 
finds himself without large orders, and 
doomed to jobbing until he fails. The mak- 
ing of paper ought to be so carried on that 
nothing smaller than car lots ever leaves the 
mill, Small jobbing orders must be so pro- 
vided for that they do not require to be 
made independently. 

To secure this, something like a ‘‘ paper 
clearing house” is necessary. The tendency 
of such a concern would be to run into a 
trust, and such a termination must be 
avoided at all costs. The functions of the 
**clearing house” would be to receive all 
orders amounting to less than a certain 
number of pounds. These orders to be 
classified and telegraphed to the mill mak- 
ing that class of paper.

By this means each 
making one or two 
kinds of paper, but the consumer could get 
what he wants and get it cheaper and even 
quicker than if he had to wait for his manu- 
facturing friend to make it, because the 
kind, odd though it might be, would be in 
the direct line of some particular mill, and 
that mill could have it in stock or make it at 
a profit upon short notice. 

One of the conundrums which the mill- 
wright often has to solve is how to best remove 
a pulley or gear which has become stack to 
the shaft. Paper mill pulleys have a fac- 
ulty of getting stuck upon a shaft upon 
which they went comparatively easy when 
first putin place. Dirt and rust frequently 
fasten a pulley so tight to its shaft that only 
breaking will remove it. The ordinary pul- 
ley press serves well for shop use, but is of 
very little value when working in the wheel 
pit or upon a staging. A good pulley pull- 
ing press will weigh 600 pounds, and con- 
sists of a heavy nut which is prolonged 
upon opposite sides and slotted to receive 
two rods or bars which are long enough to 
reach to the pulley to be moved, the screw 
being made to bear fair against the end of 
the shaft, and the nut run down the screw 
until close to the end of the shaft. The iron 
bars are pushed through between the pulley 


arms and attached to a yoke which half, 


encircles the shaft back of, and bears 
against the pulley hub. Holes in the con- 
necting bars allow pins to be put in so as to 
make connection with the slotted nut, and 
there being several holes in each connecting 
bar they can be used for pulleys at almost 
any distance from the end of the shaft. ~ 

By turning the screw—which should be 
at least 4 inches in diameter—pressure can 
be brought to bear upon the end of the shaft 
and the pulley. If still more power is nec- 


essary, put pipe extensions upon the bars. 
When this does’ 
not give power enough strike in the yoke. 
which rests against the pulley hub. Use a q 
heavy sledge for the purpose; one lighter,

In removing a 72 inch pulley from a 
5 inch shaft, I used two ; 
rams made of pieces of 
3 inch shaft about fo 
feet long. The shafts 
were hoisted into place 
and suspended by ropes 
tied around either end 
of the shafts and fast- 
ened to some timber or 
other object as far above 
as convenient. The best 
way"to'saspénd the 
shaft is to pass the rope 
over the timber above, 
letting both ends of the 
rope hang free, and 
then raising the shaft, 
take a turn with each 
end around the shaft, 
and tie fast. The turns 
around the shaft are to 
prevent the rope from 
slipping. Hang up each 
end of the shaft in the 
manner described, but 
let the shaft hang a little 
lower than where it isto hit. Put a stick 
between the ropes (it was hung double for 
this purpose), and twist up until the ram is 
exactly high enough. This twisting ar- 
rangement is the best method of adjusting 
the rams to their work. A shaft 3 inches in 
diameter and 10 feet long weighs nearly 280 
pounds. With a man at either end it can 
be given a velocity of about Io feet per sec- 
ond at the time of striking the yoke. The 
striking force of a body is measured by the 
product of its weight and the square of its 
velocity. In this case the square of the ve- 
ro x 10= 100, multiplied by the 
weight, 280 x 100 = 28,000 pounds, the blow 
struck by this ram. With two such instru- 
ments the force of the blow is doubled, giv- 
ing 5,600 pounds effective pressure upon the 
yoke and pulley. 

Meanwhile the screw is exerting its force. 
The thread has a pitch of 1 inch. The 
length of the lever is 8 feet ; hence two men 
applying their whole weight while the lever 
is in a horizontal position, apply 350 pounds 
in a path (circumference of the circle of 
which the length of the lever is the radius) 
603+ inches long. Therefore, the pressure 
is measured by 350 x 528 = 184,800 pounds, 
or a little over 92 tons. This, added to the 
5,600 pounds from the rams, gives a total 
pressure of 95 tons to pull the pulley off the 
shaft. 

Any pulley that will not start with this 
pressure had better be broken off; and ina 
case of pulley against the time of the whole 
mill it does not pay to stop two hours for a 
$4 pulley. Better take the sledgehammer to 
it at once,

cured a curved arm or bracket, i, which pro- 
jects over the adjacent cylinder B C at each 
end. 

To each pair of brackets i are secured four 
transversely arranged straight brushes, 4, 
the bristles of which come nearly into con- 
tact with the surface of the cylinders. 

A transversely arranged circular brush, m, 
is journaled to each set of brackets /, be- 
tween the outer and second straight brush, 
k, as best seen in Fig. 1, the shaft of the 
brushes being provided with pulleys 15 and 
connected by a belt, 25, disposed thereon, 
one of the brushes being also provided with 
a pulley, 35, from which a belt, 45, leads toa 
pulley, 46, on a countershaft above. 

At each end of the lower side bars1 of 
the frame work A is secured a transversely 
arranged trough, /, for containing the coat- 
ing mixture, a feeding roll or cylinder, g, 
being journaled in each of the troughs. 

A transversely arranged circular brush, 7, 

sis journaled at each end of the upper side 
bars, 4, so that the bristles of the brushes 
respectively come into contact with the sur- 
face of the feed rollsg as the brushes re- 
volve. A transversely arranged guide roll, 
¢, is journaled in the upper frame bars be- 
tween each brush, 7, and its adjacent cylin- 
der B C in such a manner that its surface 
nearly touches the ends of the bristles in the 
brush, 

Diagonally and longitudinally arranged 
coils of steam pipes, v, provided with valves, 
w, are secured to the frame A by means of 
brackets, y, and are connected with any 
suitable steam supply. These coils are dis- 
posed in an inclined plane, which impinges 
the upper surface of one cylinder and the 
lower surface of the other, and constitute an 
inclined passage between them, through 
which the paper passes from one cylinder to 
the other, a 

Guide rolls 2 are journaled in a conyen- 
ient position above the frame A, and are 
each provided with a pulley, 55, the pulleys 
being connected by a belt, 65.

4m, which spread the coating evenly upon 
the surface and impart the required finish 
in the usual manner. Between the cylinders 
C and B the paper passes between the coils 
of steam pipe, v, whereby the coating is 
rapidly dried sufficiently to allow its coated 
surface to be brought in contact with the 
cylinder B without injury, the paper being 
passed under the cylin- 
der and carried upward 
over the guide roll 4, 
where its opposite sur- 
face is coated in sub- 
stantially the same 
manner by the revolv- 
ing brush +7, adjacent 
to the roll, the coating 
being finished, as be- 
fore, by passing the 
paper over the cylinder 
B and under similar 
distributing brushes 
km. 

After leaving the cyl- 
inder B the paper is led 
over the guide rolls z 
and into the ordinary 
drying apparatus. 

It will readily be seen 
that by passing the 
paper from the roll 75 
directly over the cyl- 
inder B the apparatus 
may be employed for 
coating paper on one side only, as is some- 
times desirable. 
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Hints for Millwrights.

By MILLWricut No. 2. 


I have long been expecting some of 
the contributors to THE JOURNAL to give 
some hints on the making of such patterns 
as are needed around the mill, both for cast- 
ings and forgings. As no one ventures 
forth in this line, I will give my experience 
with patterns. 

The average blacksmith does not under- 
stand working from a figured sketch, let 
alone a scale drawing, and is much relieved 
when handed a pattern to copy in iron. 
Then, too, unless a drawing be very finely 
detailed in sections, the smith must rely 
considerably on his judgment of proportion 
and finish. For instance, a collar bolt, when 
drawn on paper, fails to convey the same 
idea to an uninformed mind that a pine pat- 
tern would, and the pattern is almost as 
quickly made. Just so with a key with 
threaded end. Many of these little things 
can be made at odd times, and will often 
come in handy afterward, One thing must 
be borne in mind, viz., if the forging is to 
be used as it comes from the forge make the 
pattern the finishing size ; but if there is to 
be any machine work on it, leave enough 
stock on the pattern to finish up on the forg- 
ing. 

Just so with castings; but there is much 
in making casting patterns to be learned by 
experience and instruction from the molder 
Perhaps we millwrights ought not to in- 
trude on the domain of the regular pattern 


maker, and ordinarily would not do so for 
the best of reasons. The pattern maker has 
dcvoted time and money to the acquire- 


ment-of-his trade and tools; he is experi- 
enced and proficient in his line and can do 
a better job than another not of the trade. 


Just as the millwrights raise objections to

the competition of halfway carpenters and 
woodpeckers, so the pattern maker is en- 
titled to object to our competing with him. 
But this world is a queer place, and senti- 
ment finds no place in the mad rush for 
supremacy ; so our millwrights will, if they 
can, turn off a pattern to help the mill out of 
a tight spot or a breakdown, just as thty 
will do a job at the lathe, forge or tinker’s 
pot. 

One time I was instructed to start up an 
idle machine which had been discarded in a 
previous remodeling. An order came in 
for a certain grade of product which could _ 
only be run off on that machine, as the mill — 
was arranged, and the filling of that order 
was a matter which called for promptness 
from all hands. A few pieces of 
had to be put up to connect it with the 


These and the proper gears and pulleys were 


found about the mill, but nothing that could 
be used or improvised for bearings. I at 
once went to work on a box pattern, got it 
finished and into the local foundry in time 


to get the castings run that evening, Next 


morning I went at it and babbitted them all 
up in shape, got them set, ie 
the machine started ready for business 


after dinner, being then ahead of the s! 
edtime. Of course, as a temporary 
I might have shoved up a few wooden 

ings for that one order, but upon consulting 
with the owner and superintendent we con- 
cluded that if one order came others would 
follow, and that it would not pay to have 
the work done once and a half when once 
would do. Sure enough, before that order 
was filled along came another, followed by 
others, so that the machine was kept busy. 
By doing the job right at first all annoyance 
and extra expense of subsequent tinkering 
was avoided. 

At another time I had trouble with some 
eccentric boxes on amachine. These needed 
rebabbitting, but when I attempted to do the 
job I found a weak point in the machine 
The space was just enough larger than the 
eccentric to allow of the thinnest film of 
metal, which, with the work to be done, 
would only last a short time. After getting 
the machine started again, | made patterns 
for a new eccentric box larger than the 
other, and provided for taking up the wear. 
Another saving of money to the owners and 
my conscience to myself. Like others, | 
am apt to get quite provoked at many jobs; 
but after the first few expressions of indig- 
nation I usually settle down to the why and 
wherefore of the thing, and if it is to be 
remedied I generally ‘‘git thar,” asthe much 
quoted Westernism says. 

But about the patterns. When you have 
one to make and everything concerning it 
is not quite clear to your mind, just sketch 


it out in plan, elevation and sections if 
necessary, and it will help you on amaz- 
ingly. Then, too, if you have to drop it 
for some other job, as you most likely will, 
your idcas are all down on the sketch 
and will not be forgotten. By the way, in 
this connection let me tell you that a “* day 
off” can be profitably spent in the foundry 


watching molding operations, and learning 


the ins and outs of cope and drag, cores, 
core boxes and core making. You will 
learn how to make a pattern so that it will 
‘* draw,” leaving a clean, slick mold; learn 
about coring holes and cavities; in fact 
learn more about patterns in one day by 
watching them molded than you can ina 
year's work on them if you never set foot in 
the foundry. 

Get a “shrink rule,” that is, a rule on 
which the graduations all conform to the 
shrinkage of castiron. This will cost you 
75 cents. Also get a small piece of bees- 
wax for stopping up nail holes. A little thin 
shellac, into which lamp black is stirred 
until it is in the proper proportion, produces 
a glossy jet black after the second coat,

Eastern Orrice Paper Trape Jovrnat, 
49 Federal Street, 
Boston, April 3, 1889. 


So far this week there has beena better 
locakdemand for paper than was noted dur- 
ing the previous week, and in consequence 
the retail paper houses are quite busy. The 
movement of paper on orders from distant 
buyers is reported as being well maintained 
in volume. 

Inasmuch as to-morrow, Thursday, will be 
a fast day and a legal holiday in this State, 
trade and traffic will suffer one day’s cur- 
tailment this week, and the boys can take in 
the baseball game without loss of pay. 

From the manutacturer’s end of trade 
there is no change to note, business with 
the paper maker running along in its natural 
way. 

The paper stock trade seems to be hav- 
ing a good deal of sameness to it, and 
that sameness is not of an agreeable 
kind. Trade in this line is reported to be 
very quiet. Imports are rather lighter than 
the average and it is claimed will continue 
to be light, as importers are not placing 
orders to any extent with foreign parties 
since the condition of business does not 
warrant it. 

The quiet feeling of the chemical market 
continues and dullness rules generally 
Bleaching powders move very slowly, the 
quotations ranging from 154@1.70c. as per 
quality. Caustic soda is quoted at 2.15¢. 
and very firm, but quiet. Soda ash and 
soda crystals are in limited call and un- 
changed in prices. 

Receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date include 728 casks of bleaching powders 
150 drums of caustic soda, 247 casks and 
880 bags of soda ash, 92 casks of alkali and 
154 barrels of soda crystals. 

Paper stock imports for the same time 
comprise 529 bales of rags, 377 bales, 101 
coils of manilles and 276 bales of other 
grades, 

Other receipts include 837 bales of wood 
pulp, 500 casks of china clay, 527 bags of 
sizing and 534 barrels of rosin.

Under date of April to Pulsifer, Jordan 
& Pfaff expect to issue a circular announce- 
ment to the trade in general and to their 
patrons in particular concerning the firm's 
removal to new business quarters. For fif- 
teen years this firm has continued to occupy 
the stores Nos. 41 to 49 Federal street, and 
had become a well-known landmark of the 
street, adding its influence to the develop- 
ment of the locality as a paper trade centre. 
Their removal is aloss to Federal street, but 
a gain to Congress street. The firm’s new 
store is quite spacious, well fitted up tor 
the quick dispatch of business and possess- 
ing good facilities. Nos. 185 and 187 Con- 
gress street are the store entrances, but the 
buildings number 183 to 193, the store being 
120 feet on the street front and 100 feet 
deep. Inthe rear of the store is ‘‘ Leather 
square,” which affords excellent facilities for 
receiving and shipping goods. While the 
firm has leased the entire building Pulsifer, 
Jordan & Pfaff occupy the basements, the 
street floors and the lofts, the second and 
third floors being rented to Charles E. Perry 
& Co., the paper cutters, who will move in 
a few days, and to E. E. Hogan, the city 
agent of the ‘‘ Dooley” paper cutter. 








To the left of the store entrance facing the 
street is located a cluster of offices, divided 
from each other by glass partitions so as not 
to obstruct the light, and in them are the 
desks of Mr. Pulsifer and Mr. Pfaff. Ample 
office accommodations are also furnished for 
the bookkeeper, cashier and heads of de- 
partments, while desks for the convenience 
of customers are also provided. 


On the right of the main floor opens a 
wide archway that admits the visitor into 
the card room, this department being under 
the personal supervision of Colonel Jordan, 
who has a neat private office in the rear 
corner of the room. In the Congress street 
end of this room are the showcases for the 
display of cut cards, folders, &c., and here 
also is the salesroom of the card department. 
From the card department run speaking 
tubes to the card cutting room in loft where 
the force of workers turn out the several 
lines of goods known as cards, these floors 
being also connected by steam elevator. In 
the fitting up of their new paper house no 
attempt has been made at ornamental dis- 
play, the objects aimed at being to secure 
room for stock and ample room for handling 
it, room for the clerks to work and room for 
customers to move round in, While it is to 
be regretted for the sake of Federal street 
that Pulsifer, Jordan & Pfaff have vacated 
their old familiar quarters the firm is cer- 
tainly to be congratulated on its new store, 
This change is only another evidence of 
Boston’s increasing business in the paper 
trade—a change necessitated for want of

3,500,000 feet over the previous year. The 
company sold 40,839,640 feet of gas, an in- 
crease of over 8 percent. over 1887. The 
amount of coal carbonized was 4,017 tons, 
against 3,716 tons the previous year. The 
number of miles of piping was 15, a decided 
increase, and the number of public gas 
lamps is seventy-four. The company has 
in use 178,200 feet of wire, 534 poles, 325 
single arc and seventeen double arc lights. 
The number of plain carbons used during 
the year was 89,000, and 9,000 copper coated 
carbons were also used. The number of 
commercial lights, of 2,000 candle power, 
was 203. The number of public lamps was 
102, the average price per light being 50 
cents for all night service. The company's 
business is in a very flourishing condition.

Bicentennial of American Paper 
Making. 


The first paper mill in America was 
built in 1690. 

It is now proposed to celebrate next year 
the bicentennial of paper making in Amer- 
ica, and a number of gentlemen in Philadel- 
phia, among them George W. Childs and H. 
G. Jones, are engaged in arranging the pre- 
liminaries to this commemoration. The 
mill referred to was located on Paper Mill 
Run, which rises in Germantown and joins 
Wissahickon Creek a short distance from 
McKinney’s stone quarry, at Roxborough. 
The mill was built and carried on by a com- 
pany consisting of William Bradford, Sam- 
uel Carpenter, Thomas Tresse and Wilhelm 
Rittinghuysen (now spelled Rittenhouse), 
the latter a native of Broich, in Holland, 
who, with his son Nicholas, settled in Ger- 
mantown at the suggestion of Francis Dan- 
iel Pastorius. The mill was started up in 
September, 1690, and was operated by the 
Rittinghuysens, whose family in Holland 
had been paper makers for several genera- 
tions. 

Mr. Jones has written an historical sketch 
on paper made at the mill prior to the year 
1699. The sketch was read recently before 
the Pennsylvania Historical Society, where 
it attracted much attention. It has been 
beautifully bound by Pawson & Nicholson, 
and on the title page contains the following 
quotation from Shakespeare’s ‘‘ Henry VI.:” 

Contrary to the king, his crown and dignity, 
Thou hast built a paper mill. 

Mr. Jones is at present busily engaged in 

collecting as much data as possible relative 


to the old Rittinghuysen water works, and 
so far has been very successful. 

The plans for the celebration have not yet 
been completed, but it is proposed to hold it 
on the spot occupied by the old mill, and 
representatives from all the mills in the 
country will be invited, as weil as represent- 
atives of the press and others. 

The progress of paper manufacturing in 
this country will be discussed, and efforts 
will be made to have exhibitions of the vari- 
ous kinds of paper and the machinery by 
which they are manufactured. 

A receiver has been appointed for the 
stationery and toy business of Walter F. 
Smith, New York.

It avoids “ making broken” in the stack, as the doctors prevent the paper from clinging to the rolls, and as the action of the doctors 
upon the individual rolls removes any and all calender spots from their surfaces, the latter are kept in perfect condition, thereby 
preventing defacement or injury to the paper, which would otherwise be the case ; also by keeping the rolls clean, removing all 
dust and grit, the necessity for frequent grinding of the latter is avoided. 
The blower or fan which supplies the air should be located in some place whence cold, moist air can be obtained, and as this cold air is 
supplied throngh the doctors to the surface of the rolls, the latter are prevented from heating, and a better and more uniform 
surface is given to the paper. 
in operation, the paper is introduced at the top roll and is conducted automatically between the other rolls, emerging from the bottom, 
and can be conducted immediately, without loss, to the reel.

READERS of THE JOURNAL will find in 
this issue a report of the publication of 
what may be an important trade secret, 
Under the head of a “ Projected Paper 
Mill,” a newspaper prints an account of 
an interview with a paper maker who ‘is 
anxious to spend $50,000 in building and 
equipping an 8 ton mill to make book 
paper at a daily profit of $458. It 
need hardly be said that the 
vidual who suggests this enterprise pro- 
poses to spend somebody else’s money in 
producing such splendid results. Not 
long ago we printed a plan of a first-class 
5 ton mill to cost $150,000. We hope 
that we will not be accused of abusing 
the confidence of the trade now that it is 
known that a mill of three-fifths greater 
capacity can be put up for less than half 
that cost. But itis really unkind in the 
paper maker anonymously quoted to “give 
the thing away.” Of course it was to be 
expected that the newspaper man who be- 
came possessed of the information should 
spread it broadcast to the world, letting 
everybody know just what it costs to 
make paper and what a magnificent re-

Special Papers. 





The manufacture of paper into special 
objects, or the manufacture of a special pa- 
per for them, seems to be increasing, but 
this latter concerns the paper manufacturer 
alone. The Papier Zeitung has the follow- 
ing: 

‘* The electrician, A. Wilke, of Berlin, has 
discovered a simple method for readily 
recognizing the pole of aconductor. It con- 
sists in using a suitably prepared paper, 
which, under the action of the current, shows 
the direction of the same, and which, there- 
fore, plays a similar role in electrical technics 
as the reagent paper of the chemist in the 
laboratory. This discovery, which is both 
simple to use and which can be applied to 
many purposes, deserves attention. The pa- 
per can also be employed for testing a con- 
ductor. If the resistance of the conductor 
is not too great, so that there is about one 
volt tension on the paper, this will show the 
presence of the current in a few seconds. 
A little book has been made up of leaves of 
this paper, and being perforated can be 
readily detached. A leaf, or part of one, 
being moistened and the conducting ends 
puton the paper at a suitable distance, a 
red spot is formed at the negative pole.”

CHINA CLAY,—China clay has been in 
fair jobbing request. Recent arrivals have 
been pretty well taken up and there is but 
little of the supplies left to go into store. 
The qualities recently arrived and on hand 
are mostly superior, and rather a scarcity of 
the medium and low grades has prevailed. 
Prices have been maintained in all instances 
and are quoted on a basis of $16 for prime ex 
store. American is quoted at $10@11 and 
has sold fairly well. 


COAL.—At New York and vicinity there 
has been only a slow movement of coal, at 
any price, in the past week. It is a waiting 
market, and there will not be much done 
until after the question of tolls is properly 
adjusted. This is a most important question, 
and one that interests all branches of the 
trade. The report which comes to us from 
Boston is of a similar character ; the dealers 
are holding off from making purchases, as 
they expect that with a reduction in tolls 
(likely to take place) there will be a reduction 
in the f. 0. b. prices. Philadelphia advices 
are to the same effect ; no one cares to do 
anything in the way of buying coal until 
this vexed question of tolls is out of the 
way. In the meantime trade is quoted flat, 
and the stock of coal in first hands is ac- 
cumulating. A good round discount from 
the current rate of tolls would, in the opinion 
of those intimately interested and fully ac- 
quainted with the hard coal business, result 
in the growth of the trade to a very consider- 
able extent. The obtaining of the tonnage, 
which has been transferred in the past five 
years to bituminous coal, would of itself be a 
gain worth looking after. Chicago advices 
are that there is no stir yetin trade. There 
is no anxiety as to ability to secure all the 
coal which may be needed this year. The 
report states that more confidence prevails 
than was the case recently, so that when 
trade does start again the market will be 
found in a very healthy condition. Soft coal 
does not offer any feature of particular in- 
terest at this moment. The business is 
likely to be quiet for some time to come— 
outside of the Atlantic coast trade—-for there 
has been rather too much coal carried over 
from last season to leave anything like the 
desire to enter into new agreements for the 


current year.

ily have an unbroken genealogy from 1630, 
when they came from Norfolk County, Eng- 
land. After a two years’ course at West- | 
field Academy, he, at the age of eighteen, 
went to Lee, Mass., where he entered the 
employ of John Nye & Co., 
clerk in their country store, 
which they ran in connection 
with their paper mill, his salary 
at that time being $20 a year 
and his board. 

In 1833 he formed a co- 
partnership with Milton Inger- 
soll and George W. Platner, 
under the style of Platner, 
Smith & Co., the firm owning 
the ‘‘ Turkey” Mill at Tyring- 
ham, which was built in that 
year. Messrs. Platner and In- 
gersoll devoted their energies 
mainly to the Etna Mill at 
Lee, which was owned by 
them. In 1835 Mr. Smith pur- 
chased Ingersoll’s interest and 
the firm name was changed to 
Platner & Smith, and under 
this style they attained a na- 
tional reputation as paper 
makers. Twenty-five years 
ago they were by far the lar- 
gest producers of writing pa- 
per in this country, and their 
‘* Turkey" ledgers were wide- 
ly known. Later the firm pur- 
chased the Union Mill of J.& L, 
Church and the Enterprise Mill 
of Lyman Church. In 1850 it bought the 
mill which was built in 1826 on the site 
of the present Housatonic Mill of Walter, 
Winthrop and Cutler Laflin. The Laflins 
built a mill about three-quarters of a mile 
north of the last named mill, where the 
Columbia Mill now stands, and this in 1865 
became the property of Mr. Smith. In about 
1850 Platner & Smith bought Ball & Bassett’s 
satinet factory and clothier’s shop, and con- 
verted them into the Castle and Laurel paper 
mills. 

In 1855 Mr. Platner died and Mr. Smith 
continued the business alone, Mr. Platner’s 
estate, however, retaining its interest, until 
1865, when he associated with him his 
nephews, Wellington and DeWitt Smith, 
they forming the Smith Paper Company. 
When this organization was formed the 
making of writing papers was abandoned. 

At the Platner & Smith Mills the first 
paper made entirely of wood pulp was pro- 
duced, and here also was made the first laid 
paper ever produced in this country. Mr. 
Smith had been to Europe and had seen 
laid paper there. White & Sheffield, then a 
leading house in the New York paper trade, 
imported a dandy for him, and with it the 
first American laid sheet was made. 

At one time, with Cyrus W. Field and 
John R. Smith, the father of Wellington 
Smith, Elizur Smith formed the firm of 
John R, Smith & Co., which bought and 
operated a paper mill which occupied the 
site of the present Chapin & Gould Mill 
at Russell, Mass., and which was afterward 
burned down. 

Mr. Smith was unfortunate in business 
just before the sixties, and was obliged 
to fail, compromising at 25 cents on the 
dollar at the time. He afterward paid ev- 
ery creditor in full. About twenty years 


ago he retired from the active man- 
agement of the company, although re- 
taining his interest therein, and being 


president of the concern up to the time 
of his death. He devoted his attention to 
the breeding of horses, his stock farm 
known as “ High Lawn” 
one in that part of the country. At the 
time of his death he had over $100,000 
worth of blooded stock on his farm. He 
was the owner of the famous trotters Al 
cyon, which died recently, and Alcantara, 
the former of which cost him $20,000. He 
was one of the first members of the New 
England Association of 
Breeders. 

Besides filling local Mr. Smith 
served as Representative, and in 1879 and 
1880 he was elected and re-elected State

On February 29, 1865, he married Mary 
A. Smith, of Lee, Mass., who survives 
him. 


Mr, Smith was a man of most kindly nature, 
large hearted, gentle and mild tempered, and

Aucustus Hartye, Sr. 

Augustus Hartje, Sr., of Allegheny, Pa., 
died on March 21 from an apoplectic stroke. 
He was nearly seventy-three years of age. 

Mr. Hartje’s career was an exemplification 
of the great possibilities of American citi- 
zenship, and of those vicissitudes against 
which the most careful foresight and most 
correct habits of life seem powerless to pro- 
vide. Arriving from Germany at the early age 
of nineteen, Mr. Hartje set to work with the 
tireless industry and business sagacity which 
were among his prominent characteristics. 
He soon laid the foundation of his fortune, 
and in the phenomenal success of the Co- 
lumbia Oil Company, which, with Bateman 
Goe and David Richy, he organized in the 
early sixties he erected the superstructure. 
Other fortunate ventures, such as the estab- 
lishment of the Third National Bank, in 
which he was one of the largest original 
stockholders, and the organization of the 
enameling works, now the Standard Manu- 
facturing Company, made Mr. Hartje one of 
the wealthiest Germans in Allegheny County, 
his fortune being estimated at over $500,000. 
Unfortunately, however, Mr. Hartje’s heart 
was as large as his fortune, and the panic of 
1873 found him so heavily involved by 
dishonored paper of his friends that the ac- 
cumulations of years of patient toil and 
| a long series of fortunate investments were 
swept away. Of late years Mr. Hartje had 
| been actively identified with the paper 
| manufacturing business, in which he re- 
| gained a portion of the fortune which he 
| lost fifteen years ago. At the time of his 
| death he was president of the Pittsburg Pa- 
| per Manufacturing Company, his 
| Richard and Augustus, Jr., being engaged 
| in the business with him. Mr. Hartje’s 
| other children, who, with his widow, all sur- 

vive him, are Edward G, Hartje, a prominent 
| young member of the Pittsburg bar; Mrs. 

J. H. Mueller, Mrs. A. W. Reineman and 
Frederick and Eva Hartje, Mr. Hartje left 
|} an enviable’ reputation behind him in busi- 
| ness circles and among his personal friends. 

He was generous to a fault, and his integrity

Paper Pencils, 





London /nvention states 
that paper pencils are the sub- | 
ject of a patent which prom- 
ises to lead toa large indus- 
try, as it understands that the 
price at which they can be 
produced is marvelously low. | 
Ordinary cedar wood pencils, 
as everyone knows, are made 
by gluing two pieces of wood together, after 
having placed into a slot made in one of 
them a prepared slip of graphite or other | 
marking . material, But though it seems so 
simple, there are a.great Maay.operations to 
be performed in doing this ; such as cutting 
the large wood into strips of the right size, 
making the slot or groove in which the lead 
has to be placed, preparing the leads of the 
required size, firing these to make them firm, 
then placing them by hand in the slots of 
the wood strips, gluing these strips together, 
and, after the glue is set, the two pieces of 
glued wood have to be rounded off and pol- 
ished, &c. The idea of using paper instead 
of wood for pencils is not new, but an objec- 
tion to pencils thus formed was the dffficulty 
of sharpening, paper being so tough that 
even with the sharpest knife the jerking from 
the paper to the lead caused the latter to 
snap off. Then, again, the paper having to 
be folded round a previously formed and 
hardened marking material, was a tedious 
and expensive labor. These objections to 
the use of paper are overcome by a new pro- 
cess. The paper is first made into tubes, a 
gross or more of these are placed in a frame 
forming the lower end of a cylinder, and the 
substance to be used as a marking material 
being put in a plastic state into the body of 
the cylinder, and by pressure is forced into 
the hollow centres of the paper tubes. The 
marking material, which now forms the 
centre of each tube, is hardened by gradual 
drying during six days at increasing tem- 
peratures. Upto this point the paper tubes 


are simply tough cases; but, by plunging | 
them into melted paraffin wax, the paper | 
becomes of such a nature that it can be cut | 
as easily as the best cedar wood.

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Wall Paper History. 


In 1840, |] sseph Barry started a factory 


in Worcester, Mass Joined by Joshua R 
Bigelow, they removed to Lynn, Mass. In 
Hayden became a partner, the firm be- 
coming |]. R. Bigelow & Co In 1856 the 
firm became Bigelow, Hayden & Co., and 
the factory was again removed to Roxbury, 
Mass., where business was done up to 1877. 
Mr. Hayden is the gentleman who, for a 
period of eight years, performed the ardu- 
ous duties of pool commissioner. He re- 
tired from business in 1871 

Perhaps the largest wall paper factory in 
the world was established in Philadelphia in 
1840 by Howell Brothers. The firm was orig- 
inally composed of five brothers, one of 
whom also started a factory in New Bruns- 
wick, N. J. The Philadelphia firm ranks 


among the most successful firms of any 
business in the country. 

The business since 1840 has steadily in- 
creased in growth and importance. In 1840 
the output of all the American factories was 
2,000,000 rolls ; in 1850, 15,000,000 rolls ; in 
1860, 30,000,000 rolls; in 1870, 45,000,000 
rolls; in 1880, 65,000,000 rolls; in 1888, 
100,000,000 rolls. 

In 1860 there were ten factories in exist- | 
ence in the United States, and in 1879, when 
the pool was formed, there were fifteen fac- | 
tories. The following is a list of the firms 
that composed the original pool: Frank 
Beck & Co., William Campbell, Christy, 
Shepherd & Garrett, Robert Graves & Co., 
Howell Brothers, F. E. James, Janeway & 
Co., Janeway & Carpender, Jardine & Co., 
Jones & Smith (New York Wall Paper | 
Company), W. H. Mavis & Co., Whit- 
ing & Young, J. S. Warren & Co. The 
pool continued eight years, during which 
time two firms retired, Janeway & Co. and 
Janeway & Carpender, and four firms en- 
tered, R. S. Hobbs & Co., M. H. Birge & 
Sons, W. N. Peak and Cresswell & Wash- 
burn. 

There was also an associate membership | 
of ten firms which were governed by the 
pool’s conditions, but did not pool their prof- | 
its. These firms were as follows: H. 
Bartholomae & Co., Carey Brothers, Gled- | 
hill, Meinken & Harris, Keystone Wall 
Paper Company, Edward Lissner, J. J. 
Lindsay & Co., Manhattan Wall Paper Com- | 
pany, Nevius & Haviland, Wilson & Feni- 
more, Werterberg, Jefferson & Co. 


The following is a list of the non-pool 
firms in 1877: American Wall Paper Mills, 
Art Wall Paper Mills, the McCowan Com- 
pany (out of business), R. S. Hobbs & Co., 
Howell & Bourke, Janeway & Co., Jane- 
way & Carpender, Lockitt, Barnes & Co., 
Long Island Wall Paper Company, Pratt & | 
Hamann, Philadelphia Wall Paper Mills, | 
I. Strahan & Co., Werterberg, Jefferson & | 
Co. (who withdrew from associate member- 
ship), and A. A. Yerkes. 

The collapse of the pool was due to the | 
extraordinary activity and low prices of the | 
non-pool firms and the ‘‘job lot” system, | 
which still universally prevails. 

Notwithstanding the demoralized condi- | 
tion of the trade we hear of a new wall paper 
factory being started in Alleghany which is 
expected to be in full operation by April r. | 
The parties interested “are Samuel Hughes, 
son of the late Joseph Hughes, who was 
formerly in the wall paper business in Alle- 
ghany, and Mr. Temple, of New York, who | 
has been identified with the William Camp- 
bell Company for a number of years. The | 
capital invested is said to be $50,000. 

There is no reason why this firm should 
not succeed, with ordinary business capabil- | 
ity. The West consumes 75 per cent. of all 
papers made, and the Eastern manufactur- 
ers pay from $10,000 to $50,000 per annum 
in freight charge alone to hold this trade. 

The late pool while it lasted did great ser- 
vice to decorative art. Under its protection 
good designs were forthcoming and the 
best procurable materials were used. Since 
free competition has existed designs have 
fallen back again. The outlook, however, 
is full of promise. Trade is being rapidly 
extended and regions where wall paper was 
considered a luxury have come to feel ita 
necessity. The South, with its newly 
awakened industries, is becoming an im- | 
portant market. There is alsoan increasing 
demand in the North, not only for more wall 
paper products, but also for a higher class 
of art.— W. R. Bradshac..

WATERTOWN, N. Y. 
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Boiler Explosions—The Causes 
and Remedies. 





By A. J. WricuT.* 





The several recent disastrous boiler 
explosions, notably those at Hartford, Conn.; 
Scranton, Reading and Pittsburg, Pa.; St. 
Louis, Mo., and Cleveland, Ohio, incurring 
an average loss of about ten lives, including 
many women and children, and other people 
wholly innocent of any responsibility for 
them, and destroving an average of over 
$30,000 worth of property, has awakened 
great interest and anxiety, not only among 
steam users, but alsoamong employees ; and, 
in fact, on part of the public in general. 
These six appalling explosions all occurred 
within the short period of four weeks, the 
first, that at the Park Central Hotel, Hart- 
ford, Conn., occurring on February 18, and 
the last, that at the West Point Boiler Works, 
Pittsburg, on March 14. There were sev- 
eral other explosions within this period, but 
they were of such an ordinary nature as to 
be completely overshadowed by those men- 
tioned, which tollowed each other in such 
rapid succession that the uneasiness mani- 
fested is but natural. 

These explosions were exceptional in 
many respects beside their magnitude. All 
of them, except the first, occurred in what 
may be termed first-class plants, all belong- 
ing to large corporations, where the boilers 
are generally well equipped and everything 
is supposed to be kept in repair, and where 
the best regulations prevail, one being in a 
silk mill, one ina colliery, one in a boiler 
works, which, by the way, enjoyed an envi- 
able reputation for first-class work, one in a 
rolling mill, and one ina large flour mill. 
The newspaper reports which furnish the 
only data for this article, and are probably 
not wholly accurate, also show that nearly 
if not all of these boilers, excepting in the 
hotel at Hartford, where there was a combi- 
nation of enough ignorance, carelessness, 
false economy and negligence to place this 
average also above the ordinary, were in- 
sured and inspected periodically, as all boil- 
ers should be, and in at least two of the 
cases city inspection also prevails. 

Such being the conditions, it is necessary 
in looking for the cause to take a liberal, 
common sense view, laying aside the too 
eommon charge of carelessness or negli- 

nce which, it must be admitted, would be 

bsurd as applied‘to a majority of these 
cases. 
WHAT THEN IS THE CAUSE? 


It is, of course, impossible to go into the 
details of each case in the absence of defi- 
nite and reliable information, but in such 
extremities a general opinion based upon 
close observation must be interesting, and 
the fact of its coming from an interested 
source’ can hardly be regarded as preju- 
dicial. 

The annual report of the Hartford Steam 
Boiler Inspection and Insurance Company 
for the year 1888 shows that the inspectors 
of that company, in addition to 168 cases 
of deficiency of water, 54 of which were 
dangerous, found 1,702 burned plates, 255 of 
which were also reported dangerous. In 
other words, the inspectors of this one com- 
pany found 309 boilers, which were in im- 
mediate danger of exploding, no matter how 
full.of water, as a result of the water having 
been low at some previous time. When in 
this connection we consider the fact that this 
is only the report of one company, and, 
again, that only a small proportion and the 
best of the boilers in use are insured, 
and that there were, according to this 
company’s reports, 8,658 other cases of dan- 
ger found during the year, among the num- 
ber being 473 dangerous cases of incrustation 
or scale, 306 cases of broken stays and loose 
braces, 178 defective settings, 1,588 cases of 
defective riveting, 417 cases of leakage at 
the seams and 2,065 dangerous cases of leak- 
age around tube ends, 238 cases of defective 
water gauges, 146 cases of overloaded and 
176 cases of safety valves defective in con- 
struction, 361 
gauges, and, ‘*‘ God save the mark!" ninety- 


cases of defective pressure 
two boilers without pressure gauges, and 
sevéral hundred miscellaneous defects, a 
total’of 8,967 cases of defects where there 
was absolute danger of immediate explosion, 
it must be agreed that the only strange thing 
about the frequency of boiler explosions is 
that they are not more frequent.

low much mére frequently than is generally | 
supposed, and that it is the indirect cause of | 
many boiler explosions not attributed to it, 
and that many competent and faithful en- 
gineers and firemen suffer as a result of the 
ignorance or negligence of their predeces- 
sors. A boiler burned and dangerously 
weakened under one engineer may not ex- 
plode until after he has been superseded by 
a most competent and painstaking one, who 
may be as innocent a sdfferer as the many 
others killed by it ; but we read in the col- 
umns of eventhe technical trade journals as 
well as the dispatches of the Associated 
Press, that ‘‘the cause will probably never 
be known, as the engineer was killed out- 


right.”

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A Projected Paper Mill. 








The following extremely roseate view 
of paper making is taken from the Geneva, 
N. Y., Gazette: 
Capitalists of Geneva have had their at- 
tention called to the feasibility of building 
and operating a paper mill here, and several 
conferences have been had with a practical 
paper maker on the subject. The latter 
says that Geneva is most desirably located 
for such an enterprise, taking into consider- 
ation the shipping facilities and the large 
body of water, which latter has been shown 
by practical tests to be the finest in the world 
for that business. 
Several. mills have been erected on the 
outlet to Keuka Lake, and they are all mak- 
ing money for the stockholders,’ despite the 
fact that many disadvantages are encoun- 
tered at that place which would not be met 
with here. 
Without giving any names we produce 
herewith a letter received from a gentleman 
who has had many years’ experience at paper mak- 
ing, and is thoroughly versed in every detail of 
the business. He is at present superintendent 
of a mill, and, seeing the desirability of 
Geneva, is anxious to come htre and con- 
struct a mill: 
“* After seriously thinking overthe advan- 
tages your city has, including pure water, 
shipping by rail or water, centrally located 
for raw material, &c., I must say a paper 
mill must and will be a great success. It 
is a well-known fact that mills situated in 
less favored localities are making money, 
and why not in Geneva? I will now say 
what I will do: I will come to your city 
and construct a paper mill to manufacture 
No. 1 book or writing paper, or any grade 
you might decide upon, for a salary of —— 
per year. To have mill built in the most 
modern style, with machinery of latest pat- 
terns; the company to pay my expenses 
while traveling looking up machinery and 
materials; to have control of selecting and 
getting the best machinery, you to have 
board of directors, secretary and treasurer. 
All of this, of course, can be gone through 
with, if you consider my proposition. 
Now I will add that I can bring experi- 
ence, ability.and good faith, and am able 
to do all I say, yet haven’t much money 
to back it up. I might possibly raise a 
few thousands in cash, but, of course, would 
expect you to raise the necessary funds for 
the start. If we start we must go at it as 
soon as possible. I should say it would 
take about five months to get running an 
8 ton mill. I have made some estimates 
since coming home, and $50,000, by having 
land, will construct such a mill in nice run- 
ning order. 

“I will give you a few figures what such 
a mill will do: 
16,000 pounds paper per day, worth at whole-

‘* Such a mill as this can easily make $400 
per day over expenses. There is no ques- 
tion in my mind now of the Seneca Lake 
water being all right, as I have given ita 
severe test since coming home.

practical manner. 

‘*Now I have had my say on my side of 
the house, and would be pleased to hear from 
you. I will conclude by saying that if you 
are pleased to take me into your confidence 
I will construct you a plant that will bea 
credit to myself and the stockholders, be- 
sides. being the best paying investment in 
Geneva. Awaing your decision I remain 
yours respectfully.” 

From our knowledge of the book and writing 
paper trade we can safely indorse what is said in 
the foregoing letter. The article is as staple 
in market as flour and sugar—no trouble to 
dispose of the output be it ever so large, 
and that without hawking and peddling it 
in retail lots. A single jobber would take 
the entire product at prices affording the 
manufacturer a handsome profit. Assuredly 
no industry now carried on in Geneva or 
that may be contemplated promises better 
returns for capital, Will our moneyed men 
please investigate ?—it is worthy of their ear- 
nest consideration, not simply as a philan- 
thropic measure to benefit the town, which 
will be conceded, but as a sure money mak- 
ing enterprise. 
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Comparative Evaporative Tests. 
By W. H. WAKEMAN. 


In the year 1880 I was running an en- 
gine that was notorious for being very waste- 
ful of fuel, although it was almost noiseless 
in operation. On taking some indicator 
cards, it was very plain that it was taking 
teams from centre to centre, the speed being 
regulated by a throttling governor. No ad- 
justment of the valves, which were two in 
number, could be made to improve the mat- 
ter, neither could lap be added, nor any other 
change made in them, whereby the coal bill 
would be reduced. I then concluded to try 
to induce the owners to put on a new cylin- 
der, and change the engine from a throttling 
to an automatic. 

While looking for a style of cylinder suit- 
able for the place, I found that there was one 
manufactured that would fill the bill, and on 
further investigation I discovered that by 
substituting new valves of an improved de- 
sign the old cylinder could be used. This 
was accordingly done, and a large saving in 
fuel was the result; but, before deciding to 
do this, | -went-to a place where these valves 
wéré'in use, and found that they~had- taken 
the place of a D slide valve and throttling 
governor. On inquiry the engineer informed 
me that he liked them very much, and when 
asked how much fuel they saved, he replied, 
**40 per cent.” Naturally wishing to get 
all of the particulars, I expressed a desire to 
know how he determined the exact amount, 
and he answered me something like this: 

‘** Before we made the change it took eight 
baskets of coal and five or six baskets of 
wood to run it a day, and now it takgs only 
five baskets of coal and eight or ten baskets 
of wood to run it a day.” 





Could anything be more indefinite and un- 
satisfactory than this? And yet it is not the 
only report of a test made that I have heard 
given in the same careless way, and some 
men in charge ef steam engines have them 
published in the mechanical papers, and ap- 
pear to place great confidence in the results 
so obtained, although they are nothing more 
nor less than a guess, which carries no con- 
viction to the minds of others. In proof of 
this I will state that while in charge of the 
motive power of a factory where the power 
used was apparently very uniform from day 
to day, I have carefully weighed the coal 
used, and under the same conditions, so far 
as I could determine, except that no indica- 
tor was used to show the amount of power 
developed, and with the same grade of coal. 
A larger quantity would be used some days 
than others, which I could account for in no 
other way than to say that more power was 
used on the days that the most coal was 
burned. And so, perhaps, a few suggestions 
to those wishing to make a test of this kind 
may be of value. 

If an old boiler is to be removed and re-

Care should be taken that the coal used is 
perfectly dry and accurately weighed, not 
measured, 

The water should also be weighed, but as 
it differs from the coal its weight may be 
partially calculated in the following man- 
ner: Take a barrel or cask and placing it 
on the scales note its weight, and filling it 
with water until it is just full and note what 
it weighs now. By subtracting the former 
from the latter the weight of the water may 
be known, and by keeping an account of 
the number of times that it is filled the total 
weight of water used can be told. Connect 
this with the pump or injector in such a 
way as to allow all of the water to be drawn 
off, and it is ready for use. 

Suppose the boiler has been in use the day 
before, and we find 40 pounds of steam on 
and 6 inches of water in the gauge glass. 
Having thoroughly cleaned out the furnace 





| and ash pit, the fire may be kindled in the 


usual way, except that the wood used should 
be carefully weighed and the test proceeded 
with for ten or more hours, as the case may 
be; but when it is concluded the water and 
steam should be left as it was at the begin- 
ning of it, and the coal as nearly consumed 
as possible. 

The ashes should be kept dry and their 
weight subtracted from the total weight of 
coal used, which will give the total amount 
of combustible burned, and by a simple cal- 
culation the number of pounds of water 
evaporated per pound of coal may be ob- 
tained. 

After the old boiler has been removed and 
the new one set, it should be tested in the 
same way and the result noted and the two 
compared. It will save trouble if the weight 
of the wood used for kindling is the same in 
both cases, although it is not necessary that 
it be of the same kind, provided that it is 
thoroughly seasoned, for careful experi- 
ments have proven that while a cord of hard 
wood is of more value than a cord of soft 
wood, still a thousand pounds of one is

worth as much as a thousand pounds of the 
other. 

Care should be taken to note the tempera- 
ture of the feed water when it enters the 
boiler, and if it is not the same in both cases 
the difference should be allowed for, and it 
is absolutely necessary that the quality of 
the steam be known and taken into consid- 
eration, for in some cases where this has not 
been done, the results reported have been 
perfectly astounding, as some boilers will 
use a large quantity of water, but do not 
evaporate all of it. The water should be 
weighed and measured in the way above de- 
scribed, as a water meter is very untrust- 
worthy, it being a relation of the gas meter, 
of national fame. 

In cases where a new engine is to be put 
in to replace an old one, or a new cylinder 
put on, or any other change made, the ob- 
ject of which is to save fuel, when making a 
test to determine the per cent. saved, it is 
not necessary to weigh the water; but the 
wood, coal and ashes should be carefully 
weighed as before, and cards taken from 
the engine at short intervals, say once in 
fifteen minutes during all of the time occu- 
pied in making it, and from them the exact 
amount of power developed calculated, and 
from this data the amount of coal burned per 
horse power per hour computed. This 
should be done carefully and in an intelli- 
gent manner, both before and after the 
change, and then the information derived 
from making the tests will be of some value 
to the person making them, and to others 
also, and nothing short of this is of any 
value to anybody, but is only a ‘‘ snare 
and a delusion,” for if one kind of coal con- 
tained 5 per cent. of ash and another kind 
16 per cent., should not this enter into the 
calculation? Ifa boiler evaporates 8 pounds 
of water per pound of coal and primes 
enough to bring the total up to 16 pounds, 
we cannot claim that it evaporates that 
amount, as that is impossible. 

Frequently inexperienced persons will 
come into an engine room and ask aa 
much coal it takes to run the engine; ana | 
when told they will say that Mr. B. has an 
éngine that can be run with 25 per cent. less, 
and it looks to be about the same size, and 
express the opinion that it isa much more 
economical kind of machine than the one 
they are looking at. To use a homely expres- 
sion, could any statement be more silly than 
that? And yet men who consider them- 
selves smart are constantly making it, not 
knowing or caring to inform themselves 
that it is quite likely that the engine that re- 
quires the largest total amount of coal per 
day is really the most economical, on ac- 
count of the power developed, which impor- 
tant item they have not taken into congider- 
ation at all. 


I am perfectly well aware that some en- 
gineers who read this article will say that I 
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have not mentioned all of the items that 
should be taken into account; but I will 
state that I have endeavored to make the 
matter as simple and plain as possible for 
the benefit of those who may not have all of 
the appliances that some of the larger es- 
tablishments are equipped with, and also 
that I have not omitted any of the details 
necessary for making comparative evapora- 
tive tests.— Manufacturers’ Gazette.
